Skyscraper at LunchHour 


Most of the 4000 Persons in the Pierce Building 
Have to Walk Down, .but Substitutes

Man Cars and Take Them Up.

At noon Friday, when most of the 4000 
daytime inhabitants of the Pierce Build. 
ing at Fourth and Pine streets were in a 
hurry to go out for lunch, the elevator 
conductors went on a strike. 

In addition, to walking out, the strik- 
ers also walked down. They ran their 
10 cars to the seventeenth floor, right 
under the roof, and literally left them in 
a state of suspense. | 

Before the lunch hour was over, the 
cars had been manned with emergency 
conductors and the workers were spared 
the inconvenience of climbing back to 
their offices. 

The trouble started when Dan Bergen, 
one of the conductors, refused to serve 
as a relief for Frederick Cotton, a start- 
er. Cotton thereupon discharged Ber- 
gen. After demanding Bergen’s. re- 
instatement, the-conductors voted to 
strike. 


According to Thomas Tulley, superin- | 
tendent of the building, Cotton chos:] 


one of the assistant engineers to serve 
as starter when he went to lunch Thurs- 


day. This angered the conductors, who | 
thought that one of their number should | 


have been chosen for temporary service. 
The conductors, he said, were all ambi- 
tious to rise to the post of starter, which 
carries with it some authority and con- 
sideravle gold braid. 

Qu icy Siever, who acted as spokes- 


man for the strikers, said that Cotton 
did not ¢hoose an assistant engineer but 
a mere office boy as his substitute. 
Elevator conductors have a particuler 
aversion for office boys. 

Conductors So Straight. 

‘When the men decided that they were 
aggrieved, they went to John M. Rob- 
inson, ‘manager of the building, and de- 
manded that Bergen be reinstated. Rob- 
inson told them that this could uot te 
done unless ordered by Starter Cotton. 

The elevator boys went straight 1p 
and left their cars at the top. . Within 
half an hour Rebinson, Tulley and Cot- 
ton had recruited a force from the en- 
gine rooms and offices and the cars 
were again in operation. 

Sixteen—Flight Walk. 

The strike, coming at the noon hour, 
When the elevators are always heavily 
‘taxed, caused a commotion “in the big 
office building. Women stenographers 
and clerks in some cases were forced to 
walk down 6 flights of stairs to reach 
the street. 

Many who did not know what had 
happened crowded about the elevator 
doors, pressed the signal buttons and 
fretted and fumed because of the delay. 
They said unkind things about the ele- 
vator service while they saw their pre- 
|clous noon hour flitting by.

Suit for $85,407.43 was filed in the Cir- 
cult Court Friday by Harry F. Roach, 
architect, against the Holbrook-Black- 
welder Real Estate Trust Co. Roach 
contends that the.firm owes him that 
sum for sketches and plans of buildings 
drawn by him.

Wife Asserts William Lanyon 
Cursed and Threatened 
to Kill Her.

William Lanyon of 44 Lindell boule- 
property and for many years a plunger 
in the St. Louis grain market, was sued 
for divorce Friday by Mrs. Annie Wil- 
lett Lanyon, who is now living at the 
Usona Hotel. 

Mrs.. Lanyon’s petition. which is brief, 


charges that Lanyon called her coarse 
names, cursed her, threatened to kill her, 
made her the object of abuse, expressed 
lack of love for her and asked her to re- 
move herself from his presence. She says 
Lanyon inherited a large property, 
which has grown as the result of her 
industry and economy. She asks the 
é¢ourt to fix her alimony. 

The Lanyons were married 31 years 
ago, Mrs. Lanyon’s petition states, and 
have two sons, 23 and 18 years old, and 
a daughter, 21. She does not state the 
date of the separation. The older son, 
Robert Morale Lanyon, then a sopho- 
more in Yale University, was married 
in 1911 to Alice Lillian O’Connor, a 
vaudeville actress, and leaving school, 
went to work in his father’s office in 
the Pierce building. He is now mana- 
ger of a mine at Hillsboro, Mo. 

Has Mines Near Joplin. 

William Lanyon is president of the 
Lanyon-Starr Smelter Co. and the Lan- 
yon Zinc and Acid Co. His mining in- 
terests are in the Joplin region, and be- 
fore his removal to St. Louis he was 
Mayor of Pittsburg, Kan., one of the 
principal towns of the zinc and lead dis- 
trict.

|Elevator Men Strike in 


Skyscraper at LunchHour 


Most of the 4000 Persons in the Pierce Building 
Have to Walk Down, but Substitutes 
Man Cars and Take Them Up. 


At noon Friday, when most of the 4000 
daytime inhabitants of the Pierce Build. 
ing at Fourth and Pine streets were in a 
hurry to go out for lunch, the elevator 
conductors went on a strike. 

In addition, to walking out, the strik- 
ers also walked down. They ran their 
10 cars to the seventeenth floor, right 
under the roof, and literally left them in 
a state of suspense. 

Before the lunch hour was over, the 
cars had been manned with emergency 
conductors and the workers were spared 
the inconvenience of climbing back to 
their offices. 

The trouble started when Dan Bergen, 
one of the conductors, refused to serve 
as a relief for Frederick Cotton, a start- 
er. Cotton thereupon discharged Ber- 
gen. After demanding Bergen’s. re- 
instatement, the-conductors voted to 
strike. 

According to Thomas Tulley, superin- 
tendent of the building, Cotton chos: 
one of the assistant engineers to serve 
as starter when he went.to lunch Thurs- 
day. This angered the conductors, who 
thought that one of their number should 
have been chosen for temporary service. 
The conductors, he said, were all ambi- 
tious to rise to the post of starter, which 
carries with it some authority and con- 
sideravle gold braid. 

Qu icy Siever, who acted as spokes- 


man for the strikers, said that Cotton 
did not ¢hoose an assistant engineer but 
a mere office boy as his substitute. 
Elevator conductors have.a particular 
aversion for office boys. 

Conductors So Straight. 

When the men decided that they were 
aggrieved, they went to John M. Rob- 
inson, ‘manager of the building, and de- 
manded that Bergen be reinstated. Rob- 
inson told them that this could uot te 
done unless ordered by Starter Cotton. 

The elevator boys went straight ap 
and left their cars at the top. . Within 
half an hour Rebinson, Tulley and Cot- 
ton had recruited a force from the en- 
gine rooms and offices and the cars 
were again in operation. 


Sixteen—Flight Walk. 

The strike, coming at the noon hour, 
When the elevators are always heavily 
taxed, caused a commotion “in the big 
office building. Women stenographers 
and clerks in some cases were forced to 
walk down 6 flights of stairs to reach 
the street. 

Many who did not know what had 
happened crowded about the elevator 
doors, pressed the signal buttons and 
fretted and fumed because of the delay. 
They said unkind things about the ele- 
vator service while they saw their pre- 
cious noon hour flitting by.

Has Mines Near Joplin. 

William Lanyon is president of the 
Lanyon-Starr Smelter Co. and the Lan- 
yon Zinc and Acid Co. His mining in- 
terests are in the Joplin region, and be- 
fore his removal to St. Louis he was 
Mayor of Pittsburg, Kan., one of the 
principal towns of the zinc and lead dis- 
trict.

KILLED WITH GIRL| 


Bloomington (Ind.) Man Ties. 


Dynamite to Himself, Gets 
in Bed With Daughters. 


TWO HURT, SIX ESCAPE 


Sragedy Follows Refusal of 
Wife, Estranged Six Weeks, 


to Take Him Back. 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind., Sept. 19.—Inh a 
fit of insanity, Mack Hurst, 30 years old, 
a stonemason, blew up his home with 
dynamite about 2 o'clock this morning, 
killing himself and one daughter, fa- 
tally wounding two other daughters and 
demolishing the house. 

The dead are: Mack Hurst, 50 years 
old, and Maud Hurst, i6, and those fa- 
tally hurt are: Fannie Hurst, 13, one 
of whose legs was blown off and her 
body mangled, and Elizabeth Hurst, 6, 
whose body was mangled. 

Separated from Wife Six Weeks. 

Hurst had been separated from his 
wife six weeks and yesterday she re- 
fused to take him back. It is believed, 
he then determined to kill his wife and 
eight children. 

The dead girl met the fate intended 
for her mother. Mrs. Hurst escaped be- 
cause she and her daughter had changed 
beds for the night. 

After planting a stick of dynamite 
under each of the three beds in the 
house Hurst tied two sticks to his own 
body, crawled into the bed which he for- 
merly had occupied with his wife, but 
which last night contained the three 
daughters, Maude, Fannie and Elizabeth 
Frannie spoke to her father, “Lie stilj,’’ 
Hurst replied. ““‘We will all die to- 
gether.”’ 

Only One Stick Exploded. 

Before the girl could make a move 
the explosion rent the house and arous- 
eat the entire city. Police and firemen 
errived quickly, sent the two ‘injured 
girls to a hospital and cleared away the 
debris. 

Four sticks of dynamite, unexploded, 
were found in the ruins and the fact 
that only cne, and-that one attuched 
to Hurst's body had exploded, accounted 
for the escape of the other members of 
the family.

IS TRIED IN 30 MINUTES 


Just 30 minutes were required in the 
Eest St. Louis City Court Friday morn- 
ing to try the damage suit of a woman 
whose husband had been killed by a 
train. In the half hour the evidence 
Was presented, the jury deliberated and 
returned its verdict. The widow is to re- 
ceive $4000. 

The case was that of Mrs. Pearl 
Church against the St. Louis, Iron 
Mountain & Southern Railroad, and was 
brought under the new Illinois work- 
men’s compensation act.

MRS. JOHN E. HOLMAN. 
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BANKER FINK 
FILES BANKRUPICY 
PLITTION BY MAIL 


Belleville Financier Accused of 
Embezzlement Schedules Lia- 
bilities at Danville. 


Henry J. Fink, the Belleville pri- 
vate banker who is under bond on a 
charge of embegzlement and whose 
affairs are thought to be receiving 
the attention of the St. Clair County 
Grand Jury, filed a voluntary petition 
in bankruptcy in the United States 
District Court at Danville, Ill., Friday 
morning. The petition was sent to 
Danville by mail. 

In two foreclosure: suits filed Fri- 
day against Fink fraudulent trans- 
actions are alleged. In both Fink is 
accused of releasing first mortgages 
without the knowledge of the holders 
and issuing other mortgages which 
were considered prior liens. 

The first case filed was that of 
Mrs. Anna M. Horn. She names R. 
W. Ropiequet and several other per- 
sons as defendants with Fink. She 
says that in, October, 1906, W. F Carl 
mortgaged property in Lansdowne, 
Hast St. Louls, to Fink for $1300 and 
that she later bought the mortgage, 
Dee. 1, 1910, she charges, Fink al- 
lowed .Roy Otis Dales to mortgage 
the property again for $1300. 

Asks Surrender of Mortgage. 

She alleges that no money passed in 
this deal, but that the mortgage was 
given to Fink to negotiate and tnart 1 
is in the hands of Robiequet. She asks 
that Robiequet be restrained from nego- 
tiating it and that he be required to 
surrender it for cancellation. 

Mrs, Horn also alleges that Oct. 10, 
1911, Fink released the mortgage heid 
by her without paying any money to 
her or letting her know about it. She 
asks that this release be set aside and 
that the original mortgage be fore- 
closed. 

The other cage is that of Mrs. Emma 
c. Twitchell, wife of Dr. Ben Twitchell, 
fermer Coroner of ‘St. Clair County. In 
October, 1905, she alleges, Malcolm Mcec- 
Conaughy mortgaged to Fink two pieces 
of East St. Louis property for $1500. 
The plaintiff ultimately got possession 


of this mortgage which, she said. Fink 
released without her knowledge or con- 
sent in May, 1913.

A letter written by Bert F. Fenn, 
lawyer, and secretary of the Bond- 
holders’ Committee of the Continental 
Commercial Co., revealing that he 
was concealing from the stockholders 
of the corporation the condition and 
value of its property in Mexico, which

This letter followed closely upon 
testimony of Circuit Judge

holders’ committee all of its assets, 
was illegal and not a valid lien upon 
the property.

Warned Them, Hennings Says. 

Judge Hennings testified that he 
warned the bondholders committee, com- 
prised of Fenn, Charles H. McKee, vice- 
president of the Globe-Democrat; Adolph 
P. Erker, and others, that they would 
make themselves liable to charges of 
fraud if they, as directors of the Conti- 
nental Commercial Co. transferred to 
themselves, as bondholders, the assets 
of the corporation. 

At that tinie, early in 1912, Judge Hen- 
nings said he had resigned as president 
and director of the company, afid had 
been elected trustee under the mortgage 
to succeed the Lincoln Trust and Title 
Co. When the company failed to pay 
the interest on its bonds, the directors 
of the company notified him that they 
wished to take charge of the property 
and sell it. 

Judge Hennings said that J. Harold 
Warner, a lawyer of Mexico City, was 
employed to arrange for foreclosure 
under the mortgage. Warner, he said, 
advised him: that there was serious 
doubt as to the validity of the mortgage, 
and suggested other methods of getting 
out of the tangle. Judge Hennings said 
he went to Mexico City and became 
convinced himself that the mortgage 
given to secure the $500,000 bond issue 
was illegal, and not a valid lien upon 
the property. 

He reported this fact to Fenn and 
others at a meeting, he said, and sug- 
gested a court proceeding to divest 
the corporation of title to the property. 

Disagreement at Meeting. 

“There was a disagreement at the 
meeting,’’ Judge Hennings said. “I. de- 
clined to act except through court pro- 
ceedings. Fenn said he would do as 
he pleased and act without the trustee. 
The others agreed with him. TI then 
resigned as trustee and refused to have 
anything more to do with the matter. 

Fenn introduced an expert legal opin- 
ion, given by Warner’s law firm in 
1907, to the effect that the mortgage 
was valid, but Judge Hennings asserted 
that his later opinion was contradictory 
to the original opinion. Judge Hennings 
said he told Warner he. believed the 
first opinion had misled many people 
and caused them to invest in the bonds 
which they believed to be a valid lien 
against the property. 

The Maine case is to be tried before 
the Supreme Court in Augusta next 
Puesday. The depositions will be closed 
by Judge Holtcamp Friday or Saturday 
to give the time to go to 
Maine to present their cage.

Expects Measure to be Out of 
Committee by Oct. 6.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—Fresh 
from its triumphant passage in the 
House, the entrance of the adminis- 
tration currency bill into the Senate 
was signalized by a statement from 
Chairman Owen of the Banking Com- 
mittee that he expected the measure 
out of committee and on the Senate 
floor for action by Oct. 6. 

Public hearings were resumed to- 
‘day. Samuel Untermeyer, who con- 
ducted the Pujo money trust investi- 
gation, will be heard Monday. Coun- 
try bankers also will apear then and 
it is expected hearings will be closed 
by Wednesday. 

“IT believe I am ag fully prepared to 
act on the currency bill now as I 
would be if I gave it much longer 
study,” said Senator Shafroth, one of 
the Democratic members of the com- 
mittee. “I believe Congress should 
dispose of it before the next regular 
session begins.” 

Conference With Willson. 

President Wilson’s conference last 
night. with Senatof Reed, one of the 
committee Democrats who has criticised 
many provisions of the bill adversely, 
will be followed, it is expected, by in- 
dividual conferences with other Demo- 
crats who have shown opposition, to the 
measure or criticised its vital features. 
With the aid of Secretary McAdoo, the 
President will endeavor to overcome 
some of their arguments and bring the 
Senate committee to the support of the 
bill. 

Should Senator Hitchcock continue 
opposition to immediate currency legis- 
lation, his aid would enable the Repub- 
licans to prevent, by a tie vote, any 
affirmative action or reporting the bill 
at once to the Senate. 

The Democratic currency bill, now in 
the hands af the Senate Banking and 
Currency Committee, passed in the 
House by a vote of 286 to & Twenty- 
four Republicans and 14 Progressives 
joined the Democrats in voting for the 
7 4) Dill and only three Democrats voted 
' against it. 

The President {s confident that, when 
the time comes, the Democratic majority 
will work in harmony, but.in the mean- 
lime, as consideration of the bill is 
beginning in the Senate, it is said he 
proposes to aid actively in smoothing 
cut differences of opinion and paving 
the way for virtually unanimous action 
by the party in the end. 


Features of the Measure. 

The measure would eliminate the pres- ) 
eht American bank note system, under 
which banks issue currency against Gov- 
ernment bonds, and establish currency, 
to be issued by 12 Federal reserve banks, 
based on sound commercial paper, which 
the Government argumes the respon- 
Ability of redeeming in gold or lawful 
money. 

It. would place practically every phase 
of banking under the control of a Fed- 
eral Reserve Board of seven members, 
to be appointed by the President, and a 
council of bankers which would have 
only advisory powers. The system would 
be administered through reserve banks, 
situated jin 12 geographical divisions of 
the country, capitalized at about $5,000,- 
000, which capital must be subscribed 
by the banks in the reserve district. At 
the eleventh hour the House wrote into 
the bill a disclaimer of any intention 
to alter the gold money standard fixed 
by law. 

Ten days of earnest consideration in 
the House failed to. alter the bill in 
any material particular, and it passed 
virtually as drawn by Representative 
Glass of Virginia, chairman of the House 
Banking and Currency Committee, after 
conferences with Senator Owen, chair? 
man of the Senate Committee; Secretary 
McAdoo of the Treasury Department, 
and the President. 

Throughout the debate Republicans 
and Progressives vigorously denounced 
thé methods employed by the Demo- 
crats in framing the bill, an@ in perfect- 
ing its details in caucus. The Demo- 
cratic lines held firm, however, and no 
minority amendments were adopted. 

How the Parties Voted. 

The three Democrats who voted 
against the bill were Representatives 
Calloway of Texas, Elder of Louisiansu 
and Witherspoon of Mississippi.

Baltz, Bro®&n, Carey, Cooper, Crampton, 
Dillon, Esch, Farr, Fess, Frear, Hau- 
gen, Helgeson, Kent, Lenroot, Linquist, 
Mapes, McLaughlin, Nelsoz, Porter, 
Samuel Smith, J. M. C. Smith of Michi- 
gan, Smith of Minnesota, Stafford and 
Young of North Dakota. 

The Progressive vote split,-two Pro- 
gressives, Representatives Temple ani 
Walters of Pennsylvania, voting 
against the bill.

Criticisms of the Bill, 

Further criticisms have been voiced 
at the Senate hearings. William H. 
Barry, Collector of Customs at Philadel- 
phia, said he believed the bill proposed a 
system worse than that now in opera- 
tion: In response to questions by Sena- 
tor Reed, he said its only valuable point 
was that it reduced the amount of re- 
serves which national banks ere re- 
quired to keep. Barry said he believed 
the banks would be compelled to borrow 
back at once the greater part of the re- 
serves that they might contribute to 
the regional reserve banks. |

GET BOLLMAN C0. 


Attorney for 135 Creditors as 
Witness Tells How Transac- 
tion Was Made. 


How the late Edmund J. Piper ob- 
tained the control of the Bollman Bros. 
Piano Co. through a “dummy” purchager 
C. C. Mudge of Chicago, was related 
by Randolph Laughlin, attorney for 
135 creditors of the bankrupt concern, 
it, his statement as a witness Thurs- 
day afternvon before Referee Coles. 
Laughlin’s clients wish to have Augus- 
tus L. Abbott ousted as trustee for the 
company. 

Mudge, who is a Chicago music deal- 
er. was the nominal purchaser of the 
stock from Otto Bollman, Laughlin 
sald. Mudge’s credit was good, and 
Boliman haé no suspicion at the time, 
Laughlin said, that Mudge was not the 
real purchaser. Later he learned that 
Mudge was merely acting in Piper's 


behalf and that Piper and Max Ruler} 


were the new owners. 

Such cash as changed hands in the 
deal, Laughlin said, was borrowed 
from the Hamilton Investment Co. by 
Mudge, and Was deposited to the 
credit of the Bollman company, E. J. 
Piper, president, June 16, 1911. 

Attorney and Witness Both. 

Laughlin acted both as attorney and 
witness, questioning himself and re- 
plying in regular legal form. 

He attempted to show that pressure 
was exerted on Frederick W. Neeper 
of Hannibal, who was acting as referee 
in bankruptcy in Coles’ absence, to namé 
Abbott as trustee. As a circumstance 
tending to show this,” Laughlin at- 
tempted to introduce a letter written 
by Neeper, Aug. 22, to W. W. Nall, 
Clerk of the United States District Court 
here. The letter related to the candi- 
dacy of Nall’s son, Frank Nall, for the 
position of trustee, and stated that Nall 
would be “acceptable in every way to 
me.” This, Laughlin argued, would 
show that the appointment of Abbott 
must have been dictated by some strong 
influence. Reféree Coles sustained an 
objection to the introduction of this 
letter. 

Laughlin also asked questions of Linn 
T. Piper, son of the company’s late 
head, intended to suggest that E. J. 
Piper sent valuable jewelry out of the 
State shortly before he killed himself. 
Linn Piper denied that his father had 
given a $8500 necklace to his sister, or 
that, to his knowledge, his father had 
sent any valuables out of the State. 

Tells of $50,000 Policy. 

Ruler told of the $50,000 life insurance 
policy taken out by Piper, and made 
payable to the company. He said he 
understood the policy had passed into 
Mrs. Piper’s hands. 

Referee Coles said he would hear fur.- 
ther arguments Friday, and would make 
a recommendaion to the Court Satur- 
day. It will then be the Court's duty 
finally to pass on the question whether 
Abbott shall continue to be trustee.

MAYOR GAYNOR'S 
BODY ARRIVES IN 
HOME IN BROOKLYN 


Funeral Ship Lusitania Lands 
Casket at Dawn; 100 Po- 


lice Form Escort. 

NEW: YORK, Sept.‘ 19.—The body of 
William J. Gaynor, Mayor of New 
York, who died at sea, Sept. 19, lay 
today in the privacy of his Brooklyn 
home. In a drizzling rain it was low- 
ered at 4 o’clock this morning. from the 
deck of the liner Lusitania to the city's 
boat Correction. An hour and-a half 
later ft arrived ‘at tlre’ Battery, whero it 
was met by a squad of 10 police, who 
had stood all night in the rain. The 
police escorted the body to Brooklyn. 

The funeral ship anchored at Quaran- 
tine at 1:20 this morning, the American 
flag at her stern, drooping at half 
mast. 

A dozén sailors’ carried the body in 
its heavy lead casket from the mort:- 
ary chapel to the dock and lowered it 
to the deck of the Correction. 

The Correction cast off and dropped 
anchor a short distance away, awaiti'.¢ 
the dawn. It was full day when. tiis 
vessel came to rest in her slip. 

Eight 6-foot pall bearers, four of 
the fire department and four of the | 
police, lifted the casket to their shoul- 
ders and bore it over the gangplanh 
to the hearse, and the long vigil of, the 
picked squad of mounted police, sent .o 
the pier at 9 o’clock, came to an end. 
They led the funeral train through the 
deserted streets, along Lower Broad- 
way, past the city hall and over the 
Brooklyn Bridge. 

It was after 8 o’clock when they 
reached the late Mayor’s home, where 
the body will remain until tomorrow 
night. Private funeral services will be 
held there tomorrow afternoon and at 
their conclusion the body will be taken 
to the city hall, where it will lie in 
state until Monday morning, when fu- 
neral services will be held in Trinity 
Church, 

With the Committee on Funeral Ar- 
rangements that went down the harbor 
on board the Correction were Norman 
Gaynor, the Mayor’s son, and Harry 
Vingut, his son-in-law, representing the 
family. No other member of the Gay- 
nor household was aboard. 

It was Mrs. Gaynor’s wish that as 
little publicity as possible be attache’i 
to the landing of the body. To faclili- 
tate this, the spot at which the body 
would be landed was not made public 
in advance. With the exception of the 
police, less than a hundred persons wit- 
nessed the transfer from the Correctio: 
to the hearse. 

A handful of children on their way to 
school stood in a group at the doorway 
as the body was taken from the hearse. 
They would have been sent away by the 
police had not Robert Adamson, the 
dead Mayor’s secretary, forbidden It. 

‘Let the children come into thr 
houge,”’ he said; ‘‘they were the Mayor's 
best friends.’’ 

The order was carried out. A few min- 
utes later when the children left they 
were in tears.

Feed Man’s Proposition Rejected 
by Mayor Who Says He’s 
Bricklayer, Not Hay Expert. 


Mayor Kiel Friday threw up his hanes 
when asked to be the judge in the con- 
troversy between commission men ard 
feed dealers as to whether inferior hay 
is being furnished to the city on munic- 
ipal contracts. 

J. F. Quinlivan, a Merchants’ Ex- 
change feed man, who is_ supporting 
Delegate Deffaa in his contention that 


the city hay is bad, offered to give to 
the Mayor ocular proof. He proposed to 
place on a wagon 2 bales of hay from 
the municipal stables and an equal num- 
ber of bales of No. 1 timothy hay in- 
spected and passed by the Merchants’ 

Exchange experts. He said he would 
have the wagon driven to the city hail 
so that the Mayor and all others might 
see that the hay delivered to the city 
by contractors was inferior. 

Delegate Deffaa also had a demon- 
stration plan. He e¢alled on the Mayor 
and offered to have a wagon load of 
high-grade hay taken to the municipal 
stables for comparison with the hay ai- 
ready there. He invited the Mayor to 
go to the stables and see it. 

Mayor Declines Both Offers. 

Mayor Kiel declined both propositions 
on the ground that he is not a hay ex- 
pert, but a bricklayer. 

Meanwhile a committee appointed by 
the Merchants Exchange has started on 
a round of inspection at the city stables 
and fire engine houses. 

The committee was appointed by Pres- 
ident Messmore of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change at the request of Supply Com- 
missioner Thomas. Its members are 
Walter H. Toberman, D. W. Clifton, 
Henry Mack, William O’Toole and J. Cc, 
Allen. 

Toberman and Clifton are members of 
the Merchants’ Exchange Hay Commit- 
tee which made an unofficial inspection 
of hay in municipal stables and engine 
houses Wednesday. On that inspection 
they were accompanied by Fred Deibel, 
also a member of the Hay Committee 
and president of one of the companies 
which has a contract to supplv hay for 
the municipal stables. 

Delegate Deffaa criticised this co:a- 
mittee as being made up of men who 
were in the commission business and 
had sold hay to the concerns which 
have the city contracts. 

The new committee contains both com- 
mission men and feed dealers, as sug- 
gested by Deffaa. 

Find Orly Poor Hay. 

John D. Mullally and Sol. D. Quinlivan, 
feed dealers, made an inspection of 
city hay at Deffaa’s request Thursday 
afternoon and reported they found no 
No. 1 timothy at the municipal stables 
or at six engine houses. They found 
some which graded as No. 8 clover and 
said that 500 bales which they examined 
at the city stables were mainly wild 
grass, which had no nutritive value. 

The Anchor Hay and Grain Co. has a 
contract to deliver No. 1 timothy to the 
municipal stables at $18.40 a ton. The 
Luehrmann Hay and Grain Co. has a 
contract te, deliver the same grade to 
city fire engine houses at $21.45 a ton. 

At the Supply Commissioner's office 
it was said that the difference in price 
was because of the conditions under 
which the hay is delivered. The Anchor 
company is required to deliver only at 
the municipal stables at Forest Park 
boulevard and Vandeventer avenue in 
carload lots. The Luehrmann company 
is under much heavier delivery expense, 
as it is required to deliver any quantity 
crdered to any of the 49 engine houses 
where horses are kept.

Public works are only the works 
of private citizens. ; | 

‘It is the people behind an administration that 
determine what an administration shall do. A 
who are listless and lazy about public 
works cannot expect much of their agents in the 
‘city hall. Like master, like servant. 

The matter of the bridge is up to the public of 
St. Louis. It rests on the responsibility of pri- 
vate individuals. When enough men realize their 
personal and selfish interest in the bridge it will 
be finished@in the time it takes to build a sky- 
scraper on Olive street or Broadway. 

If there were no roof on the courthouse St. 
Louisans would be concerned with putting one 
there as a matter of the citizen’s personal pride. 
If a cyclone blew down the Art Museum we 
should build another one out of private subscrip- 
tions if necessary. If fire or eathquake destroyed 
‘Union Station and there were no other way to 
restore it, necessity would drive citizens to re- 
build it with their own hands. 

Self-preservation is involved in the finishing, 
and immediate finishing, of the freé bridge. How 
quickly we should see Mayor Kiel’s administra- 
tion go to work on it if private citizens were 
keenly enough interested to come forth with pri- 
vate contributions and demand the work. 

Every St. Louisan does realize his personal, self- 
ish interest in street car and telephone facili- 
ties; in water, gas, electricity, and even in the 
market place where he buys his private provender. 
He is stupid if he does not realize an intimate 
connection between his private welfare and the 
great freight market and industrial commerce 
which the free bridge is designed further to open 
and enlarge. He is still more stupid if he re- 
alizes his interest yet does not act in his own 
behalf. 

Public opinion, the collective force of private 
protest and demand, must be brought to bear di- 
rectly and powerfully on Mayor Kiel and his as- 
sociates if the work is to be done promptly and 
as it ought to be done. 

The Post-Dispatch has pointed out the way— 
the one honest way, the one self-respecting way, 
the one businesslike way—in which the bridge can 
be completed promptly. That is by a bond issue, 
free from fatal entanglements with the Busch 
terminal or any other privilege-seeking corpora- 
tion. On the other hand, St. Louis decency, pride 
and common sense must refuse to turn a vital 
municipal project over to a set of East St. Louis 
real estate speculators on their own terms or any 
terms. 

This paper has said it and will continue to say 
it, as necessity presses.

| PENSIONS AND PAUPERISM. 


From the Chicago Record-Herald. 

In one respect Britain's old-age pen- 
sion system has fully justified, if not 
surpassed, expectatians. Pauperism 
among people over 70 years of age has 
declined 75 per cent, while in many 
rural districts a pauper of that age is 
almost unknown. Outdoor relief to aged 
people has declined % per cent. 

Some critics of the system say that 
these figures have little meaning, be- 
cause what the state saves in one di- 
rection it pays out in another, and that 
it makes but little difference whether 
a man is a state pensioner or a pauper. 
This view will not be approved by any 
real student of social and moral prob- 
lems. A pension paid by the commun- 
ity as a matter of justice is one thing; 
relief of pauperism, whether in poor- 
houses or of the outdoor variety, is 
a very different thing. The specter 
of the poorhouse produces an effect 
quite unlike that of the prospect of a 
pension. 

Moreover, paupers are supported by 
local taxation, while the pension system 
rests on national finance. Communities 
have been relieved of heavy burdens: 
they even feel the benefits of the cir- 
culation of the money received by the 
pensioners. The weekly sum is only 
$1.25, and in many cases this means 
starvation. An early increase in the 
rate is quite probable, whereas a return 
to the old plan is entirely out of the 
question.

Hungtington finds evidence that Califor- 
nia suffered from the same drouth that 
ended in Asia Minor when the Prophet 


Christ.

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The famine in the days of Elijah ap- 
pears in both curves. Apparently at that 
time the climate did not become ex- 
tremely dry, nothing like so bad as it 
had been a few hundred years earlier 
during the twelfth century, but there 
was rather a distinct falling off in the 
amount of rainfall as compared with 
the uncommonly good conditions of the 
preceeding century. 

About seven- hundred years before 
Christ both curves stand high in the 
day when the Greeks were laying the 
foundation of their future greatness and 
the empires of Mesopotamia were at 
their height.

The time of Christ, the great era of 
universal peace under the sway of 
Rome, was apparently an epoch of fa- 
vorable climate, a time of abundant 
rain and consequent good crops in all 
the countries around the Mediterranean 
Sea and eastward to Asia, as well as in 
California, Next comes a long period of 
decline culminating six or seven cen- 
turies after the time of Christ. No period 
in all history, save that which centers 
about 1200 B. C., was more chaotic, and 
that early period also appears to have 
been a time of greatly diminished rain- 
fall.

Postoffice Inspectors Arrest Al- 
leged Mail Defrauder When 
Liner Docks.

By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of tbe Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—On the arrival 
of the liner Majestic, Postoffice In- 
spector J. T. Cortelyou, in charge of the 
Philadelphia district, took into custody 
Walter C. Furnald, whom the Postoffice 
Department has sought seven years. on 
a charge of using the mails to defraud. 
The complaint agafmst Furnald is that 
in 1906, as head of the Capital Security 
and Purchasing Co. of Jersey City and 
the Imperial Trustee Co., he and asso- 
ciliates advertised to furnish capital for 
new corporations and to float new se- 
curitties. The fee charged, according to 
Government officials, ranged from $500 
to $7000. 
Many concerns retained the services 
of the companies, according to the Gov- 
ernment, and then complained that when 
the fees were paid they received nothing 
for their money. Before he could be in- 
dicted, Furnald went to Europe, and as 
the offense for which he was indicted 
was not extraditable, he was free from 
arrest, though always under espionage. 
Postal efficials say Furnald operated 
in Europe in the same line of business as 
in Jersey City. From the pier he was 
taken before United States Commissioner 
Hitchcock, and held under $2600 bail for 
removal to New Jersey. 
Furnald told reporters he came to the 
United States to arrange for the flota- 
tion of a large bond*issue in the Test. 
His arrest, he declared, was an outrage. 
Furnald is well-known In the West, par- 
ticularly in California, where the police 
say he has served time in San Quentin 
and in other Western prisons.

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CAUGHT LANDING 
FROM EUROPE 


Postoffice Inspectors Arrest Al- 
leged Mail Defrauder When 
Liner Docks.

Bureau of tbe Pest-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—On the arrival 
of the liner Majestic, Postoffice In- 
spector J. T. Cortelyou, in charge of the 
Philadelphia district, took into custody 
Walter C. Furnald, whom the Postoffice 
Department has sought seven years. on 
a charge of using the mails to defraud. 
The complaint agafnst Furnald is that 
in 1906, as head of the Capital Security 
and Purchasing Co. of Jersey City and 
the Imperial Trustee Co., he and asso- 
clates advertised to furnish capital for 
new corporations and to float new se- 
curitties. The fee charged, according to 
Government officials, ranged from $600 
to $7000. 

Many concerns retained the services 
of the companies, according to the Gov- 
ernment, and then complained that when 
the fees were paid they received nothing 
for their mopmey. Before he could be in- 
dicted, Furnhld went to Europe, and as 
the offensefor which he was indicted 
was not iraditavie he was free from 
arrest, though always under espionage. 

Postal efficials say Furnald operated 
in Europe in the same line of business as 
in Jersey City. From the pier he was 
taken before United States Commissioner 
Hitchcock, and held under $2500 bail for 
removal to New Jersey. 

Furnald told reporters he came to the 
United States to arrange for the flota- 
tion of a large bond*issue in the Test. 
His arrest, he declared, was an outrage. 
Furnald is well-known in the West, par- 
‘ticularly in California, where the police 
say he has served time in San Quentin 
and in other Western prisons.
